There is really such a law, though 
whether it would stand challenge be­ 
fore the supreme coart is another 
question. 
It is, perhaps, the second 
tune in twelve years it has been in­ 
voked. 
When Moses Clapp was attorney 
general a man met him on the street 
one day and asked him about that 
law. “Of course there is not,” answer­ 
ed Mr. Clapp. “No legislature would 
ever pass such a law.” 
But when he 
got to tho office he found a legislature 
had done just that thing. Then Mose 
became cautious. 
Nut long ago a query was received 
about a law making grocers’ bills un- 
collectable unless the vendor had 
scales properly tested and sealed by 
tho official sealer. It fell to Mr. Irwin 
and, remembering Mr. Clapp’s exper­ 
ience, he looked it up. 
There it is as 
big as life. Any man may buy grocer­ 
ies the year round aud snap his fin­ 
gers in the purveyor’s face when he 
presents his bill, unless the grocer can 
show that his weights are sealed as cor­ 
rect. 
If more people knew about it 
there would be more defaulted gro­ 
cer's bills, or else the sealer of weights 
and measures would be called in more 
often unless some grocer should con­ 
test tho law und prove that it is not 
valid.

wages are $15 per day but the men 
gh to make a 
cold weather to those 
used to northern winters does not in­ 
convenience the men and the coldest 
we had it last winter was 09 below 
zero and that lasted a week the bal­ 
ance of the winter being the finest 
ever saw with very little snow. 
The 
long nights are tho worst, the sun not 
showing-lip for six weeks but now it 
shines all the time and tho weather is 
hot. 
There will be in the neighbor­ 
hood of twenty million dollars worth 
of gold go out of this camp alone this 
spring and 90 poi cent of that came 
out of Eldorado and Bonanza Creeks 
Very few of the other creeks have 
been prospected to any extent yet anc 
it will take years to develop the coun­ 
try as the base of supplies is so far 
away.

Pansy Culture. 
William Toole of Wisconsin Is one 
of the greatest pansy culturists in the 
country. 
At a recent meeting in W is­ 
consin he answered some questions 
that will be found to be of interest to 
our readers. In the first place, he said 
that July wag a good time in which to 
plant pansy seeds for fall blooming, but 
that it would be necessary to shade 
them during the hot weather of Au­ 
gust. The soil he uses is ordinary gar­ 
den soil, well fertilized by means of 
barnyard manure. The manure should 
be well mixed with the soil. 
If the 
seeds cannot get a hold of the soil in its 
natural state it is best to put on some 
woods’ earth. 
This woods* earth 
is 
really leaf mold. 
Some suggested put­ 
ting on sand in the place of leaf mold, 
but Mr. Toole thought that this would 
not take the place of the earth he had 
recommended. 
For early blooming he advised plant­ 
ing the pansy seeds in the house as 
early as the first part of March, and 
even earlier than that. 
Mr. L. H. Read 
said that It had been his experience 
that the best soil he could get for this 
purpose was some muck that was dug 
out in the fall and left in ridges all 
winter, where it freezes out. 
In the 
spring sand is mixed with this muck. 
The muck makes the 
compost very 
rich, but if it proves to be too rich more 
sand is put on. 
Mr. Toole said that it was a mistake 
to suppose that pansies must be plant­ 
ed under trees where they would get a 
partial protection. 
He himself pre­ 
ferred to have them unprotected by any 
shade. 
The finest pansies that the editor of 
The Farmers’ Review has ever seen 
were in Helena, Montana. They were 
growing in the open gardens of the in­ 
habitants there. 
The excellence did 
not seem to be confined to a few per­ 
sons’ gardens, but were largely com­ 
mon to all. 
The dirt in which they 
were growing was black dirt that had 
been dug from the bottoms of the deep 
cuts In the mountains. 
In some in­ 
stances this dirt had been hauled sev­ 
eral miles. 
It is presumed that it con­ 
tained not only decayed vegetable mat­ 
ter but a great deal of mineral matter. 
It must have been largely formed of the 
detritus of the ledges and cliffs above. 
This fact is related as it may suggest 
the a d ju ta g e of having a soil so con­ 
structed that It will give not only an 
abundance of humus but also of min­ 
eral food.

tilt* Horn Orange. 
Another variety 
which botanists have known by the 
name of Citrus aurantium distortum 
bears a fruit in the resemblance of 
cluster of sea shells. To one Ignorant 
of the laws of vegetable morphology, 
these spells of wandering from the 
normal type are very mysterious, but 
when it is understood that all parts of 
the orange, as well as other fruits, are 
made up of what would 
have 
been 
leaves or branches changed so as to 
constitute the various parts of the 
seed and seed vessels, and that a very 
little difference in the degree of life 
energy will change them into various 
different parts that come to make up 
the fruit, the mystery in a great meas­ 
ure is solved. There are few branches 
of botany which give the lover of fruits 
and flowers so much pleasure as the 
study of morphology. 


C ultivate th # Birds. 
There seems to be a decided tenden­ 
cy among Borne of our common birds 
to seek the protection of man. 
Birds 
like the robin, that used to build far 
from the house, now build as closely 
to the doors of the houses as possible, 
feeling apparently that they are thus 
protected. 
Horticulturists 
especially 
should make an effort 
to encourage 
this tendency, which has been widely 
noticed. 
To illustrate: This ye~r the 
writer noticed that a pair of 
robins 
were building a nest on the lowest 
branch of an oak tree that stood with­ 
in three feet of the back stoop. There 
were numerous other trees, hundreds 
of them, In the vicinity, but the rob­ 
ins did not choose any of them. 
The 
nest was not more than six feet above 
the stoop, and the birds could sit on 
the nest and look directly into the back 
door. The children watched them build 
their nest and lay their eggs and hatch 
the little ones. 
It was no uncommon 
event for our whole family to stand 
on the back stoop and awatch the birds 
feed the little ones, and they did net 
seem to be in the least disturbed by 
our presence. 
But when a Blue Jay 
came within IOO feet of the nest one 
of the birds dashed for him like an 
arrow and drove him away. So it was 
evident that the birds knew they were 
boing watched, but had no objection. 
The little birds all grew up to be big 
fat robins and were around the prem­ 
ises for many days. 
Fortunately for 
them, we had no cat, or they would 
all have been captured and eaten. 
It 
Is probable that the family cat does 
more mischief in this line than 
the 
small boy and the gun. 
If the cats 
were banished we believe 
the birds 
would gradually 
come 
back. 
Their 
presence would greatly assist in keep­ 
ing down the hosts of insects that prey 
on our fruit and garden crops. 


tention for the use of the corn plant. 
When the corn is ripe, or nearly so, 
the dry matter which the crop con­ 
tains is found, about one-half in the 
ears, less than a third in the stalks and 
one-fifth in tue leaves. 
Of sorghum 
the larger chare of the total weight in 
dry matter is found in the stalks, but 
on the other hand, 45.56 per cent of 
the protein is in the leaves, a little 
more than third in the tops and less 
than a fifth in the stalks. 
These ex­ 
periments go to show that In harvest­ 
ing either of these forage crops at­ 
tention should be given to the preser­ 
vation of the leaves and stalks since 
they contain so large a proportion of 
the nutritive ingredients. 
In 1897 it 
was found that when the corn was 
nearly ripe less than half of the dry 
matter was in the ears, the other half 
being about equally divided between 
the stalks and the leaves. 
One way 
of preserving the fodder in good shape 
for feeding Is to put both ears and 
fodder into the silo. 
As to the stage j I UNIVERSITY OF NOTRE DAME. 
of ripeness at which the crop should 1 
be cut, the results of the experiments 
carried on in 1896 and 1897 go to show 
that the maximum yield of dry mat­ 
ter and nutrients Is obtained by al­ 
lowing the crop to mature until the 
ears are well glazed. Between the time 
when the kernels begin to glaze and 
full ripeness there Is a gain of over 
one-eighth in dry matter, one-sixth In 
starch, sugar and other carbohydrates 
and one-fifth in fat. 
The study of the 
losses In the silo goes to show that 
there may be a danger of allowing tho 
corn to stand too long,, especially in 
hot and dry weather, making the silage 
too dry to secure the proper fermenta­ 
tion. 


Corn Calfcure. 
Corn planted in rows 3 feet 8 inches 
apart, and 18 inches apart in the tov;, 
will give 8,000 plants to an acre, says 
Journal of Agriculture. 
One pound of 
corn to each plant will give 114 bush­ 
els per acre; one-half pound of corn 
to each plant will make 57 bushels per 
acre. 
On this scale, each plant has 
five square feet of surface. 
As corn 
roots use the water in the soil to a 
depth of five feet at least, this would 
give 25 cubic feet of soil for each plant 
to root in, and, when 
fairly 
moist, 
would contain about twenty gallons of 
water, available for the use of 
the 
plant. 
This would be more than two- 
thirds of the quantity needed to make 
a 60-bushel per acre crop, and equiva­ 
lent to a rainfall of nine inches. How 
much the plant gets depends on the 
cultivation given the 
soil 
to 
check 
evaporation. On a majority of Kansas 
farms all cornstalks in excess of 8,000 
per acre are weeds, robbing the 8,000 
plants of the moisture they so much 
need to perfect the grain. If one stalk 
in five square feet of ground cannot 
perfect the seed, how much less likely 
are two stalks occupying the 
same 
territory to do so? Every surplus plant 
is a “dog in the manger,” that cannot 
bear fruits itself 
and 
prevents its 
neighbor from doing so by stealing its 
moisture. 
Seed corn should be select­ 
ed from the stalks that have shown 
best adaptability to their environment 
and best withstood adverse conditions. 
This selection should be made when 
the ear is ripening, and stalks marked 
by tying a red tag on each one. When 
corn is ripe these marked ears can be 
picked and put away for seed. 
Study 
the growth of roots and soil conditions 
where the best cornstalk on the farm 
grows; also the roots and the soil 
where the poorest corn grows. A com­ 
parison will help to a better knowl­ 
edge of what the corn plant needs and 
to better methods of cultivation.

The following directions for prepar­ 
ing a liquid manure are given by the 
Gardeners’ Chronicle: Put into a forty 
gallon tank or cistern two bushels of 
fresh horse dung; stir it well about, and 
leave it to clear; and In about a week 
ad I one peck of fresh soot enclosed 
in a canvac bag, squeeze this a little 
every third day, so as to make its con­ 
tents exude. Let the mixture get clear, 
and then use, say one quart to three 
gallons of rain or soft water.

a good manure for all kinds of soft- 
wooded plants. It may be made strong­ 
er by adding 
chickens’ 
or 
pigeons’

above quantities.

Fact* on Corn Culture. 
Following are conclusions from tea’s 
at Michigan station on experiments in 
corn culture as set forth in bulletin 
No. 154: 
The yield of corn is dependent in no 
small degree on the quality of the 
seed, which should be selected before 
the corn is harvested, having regard 
to the size and character of the stalk 
as well as to the ripeness and type 
of the ear. 
When the season is espe­ 
cially favorable for thoroughly matur 
ing the ears, enough seed to last 
at 
least two years should be 
gathered, 
completely dried out before frost and 
stored In a warm, dry place. 
A dif­ 
ference of l l per cent in the yield of 
dry matter on two adjacent acres was 
noted in favor of the crop grown from 
well ripened seed over the yield from 
seed grown in a wet, cold season. For 
the silo, the corn may well be planted 
In drills about three and one-half feet 
apart and with kernels from two to 
six inches apart in the row. In a very 
wet season a heavier crop may bs bar 
vested from plots drilled with a grain 
drill, every tube sowing, but the great 
sr yield of protein and other valuable 
nutrients was found in these ex per I 
meats to ha In the crop, planted with 
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Keeps both rider and saddle per­ 
fectly dry ie Ole hardest storms. 
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Aegilops Avata.—-Along the 
shores 
of the Mediterranean Sea there grows 
a wild grass, bearing small seeds re­ 
sembling wheat. 
It is called by bot 
anists aegilops avata. 
The seeds oi 
this grass have, by cultivation, been 
developed 
into 
wheat. 
Mr. 
Esprit 
Fabre, a gardener living in the town 
of Ade, France, of his own accord, un­ 
assisted by the scientific world, com­ 
menced experimenting with the seed 
of this wild grass in the fall of 1838 
and continued his work till 1846. The 
crop of 1845 was decided by judges to 
be genuine wheat.—E. F. Frazee. 


Rose Culture.—Rose bushes require 
a rich, rather heavy soil in order to get 
the best flowers. 
A large part of the 
old growth should be 
cut 
out each 
spring and the new growth shortened 
somewhat. Well-rotted cow manure is 
probably the best fertilizer for roses, 
and it should be applied in the spring 
of the year. If insects attack the fo­ 
liage, the best remedies are white hele- 
bore and water at the rate of one ounce 
to th# gallon, or Paris green and water 
at the rate of a teaspoonful to a pail of 
water.—Bx.

After the first fierce attack on 
the 
marines at Guantanamo their position 
was so strongly intrenched that Gen. 
Shafter decided to use this point for 
the landing of his army and supplies. 
The disembarkation of the troops.which 
arrived from Tampa on transports, ac­ 
companied by a strong convoy of war­ 
ships, began on Wednesday, June 22. 
The co-operation of the United States 
army and navy and their Cuban allies 
was thorough. 
So well laid were tho 
plans of Gen. Shafter, Admiral Samp­ 
son and Gen. Calixto Garcia, and so ex­ 
actly were they carried out even to the 
minutest detail, that 
every possible 
move on the part of the Spanish forces 
was forestalled. 
The resistance to the landing was of 
the feeblest nature, the Spanish garri­ 
sons contenting themselves with a half­ 
hearted reply as they retreated before 
the combined fire of our land and sea 
forces. 
At the close the 6,000 United States 
soldiers were encamped upon the hills 
about Baiquiri. 
To deceive the enemy 
the coaling ships were sent to the west 
of the entrance to Santiago Bay in or­ 
der to give the impression that they 
were transports and 
that the troops 
were to be put ashore there. 
The decoy squadron took up its po­ 
sition at daylight, and as soon as the 
Spaniards observed it they concentrat­ 
ed a heavy fire upon the colliers, but 
without effecting any damage to them 
or their crews. 
The colliers were far 
out. 
Meanwhile the troopships moved 
eastward out of sight of land, lining up 
finally off Bacanao, the inlet just west 
of Playa del Este, where the cable sta­ 
tion had been established. 
The weather and condition of the sea 
were just what wras required for such 
an undertaking. 
The landing was to 
be made under Brlg.-Gen. Lawton,while 
Gen. Shafter, on board the headquarters 
ship Seguranca, supervised the opera­ 
tions. 
On Thursday 10,000 more troops on 
the transports were landed, making a 
total of 16,000 soldiers. 
After a night’s 


time a considerable halt was neces­ 
sary. 
The Tenth cavalry, inured to 
hot 
weather marching, went along cheerily 
enough, but 
when the 
battle 
bogan 
they were some distance behind 
the 
Rough Riders. 
The Tenth had, how­ 
ever, a rough road to march over. That 
which Colonel Wood’s regiment took 
was a mere trail through the woods, 
where it was not always possible for 
four men to march abreast. 
Let it bo 
understood that the Rough Riders were 
proceeding along one of the ridges, of 
which there are so many in the valley 
that ends at Santiago. 
The course of 
the Tenth was in the bottom of the val­ 
ley. 
Overlooking the ridge on both 
sides was some high ground, and in 
front was a considerable bill. 
The 
Spanish position 
was in the 
shape of a horseshoe, so that volley fir­ 
ing could be directed from three sides 
on a regiment advancing along the 
ridge. 
On both sides of the trail were 
dense thickets, in which the giant cac­ 
tus known as the 
Spanish bayonet 
predominated, but the trend of these 
thickets was slightly upward on the 
right and sharply downward on the 
left. 
Capt. Capron, of the volunteers, was 
riding at point, or ahead of the main 
body, when he became aware of the 
presence of the Spaniards in force on 
a hill to the right. 
He halted his lit­ 
tle body of men and sent back word 
to Col. Wood. 
The latter at once gave 
orders to deploy on both sides of the 
trail and enjoined silence, especially on 
the left, where there was some shout­ 
ing and laughter, for the men. fagged 
out as they were from heat and march­ 
ing, were inclined to be hilarious over 
the prospect of a brush with the ene 
my. 
Lieut.-Col. Roosevelt at once re 
pressed their enthusiasm. 
Suddenly from cover on the left front 
and before the regiment was well de­ 
ployed, there came a rlp-rip-rip of mils 
ketry.

Si boney when the fighting was fiercest 
with a story that the Rough Riders 
were being cut to pieces and were 
falling back. 
Nothing could have been 
further from the truth. 
Ten men killed 
and perhaps three times that number 
wounded was not a heavy loss in a 
command of 500 men, and, far from be­ 
ing driven back, the Rough Riders fin­ 
ished their part in the battle With a 
charge up the hill on the left with a 
rush that filled tho 
Spaniards with 
panic. 
Troops D, F and E were concerned in 
this final movement, and Lieut.-Col. 
Roosevelt led them in 
person, Mn J. 
Brodie having been wounded and taken 
to the rear. 
On the top of the slope 
was a block house from 
which tho 
Spaniards were firing with apparently 
little risk to themselves. 
The 
boys 
yelled like Comanches as they pressed 
up the hill on the run, and Col. Roose­ 
velt, forgetting in his urdor that he 
was in command, snatched up a Krng- 
Jorgensen and pumped shot after shot 
into the block house. 
i no Spanish fire was steady enough, 
but in its sweep the charge of the three 
troops was cyclonic, and the Spaniards 
burst from the bleck house and took 
to their heels in the brush. 
Seventeen 
bodies were counted in ant? around the 
house. 
Meanwhile the other troops, 
the Tenth cavalry and the First, the 
last of which was not heavily engaged, 
finished the rout of the Spaniards on 
the right and in front. 
The battle 
seems to have been deliberately plan 
ed, for they took their wounded away 
in wagons, and there was a long line 
of them. 
The Spanish loss in killed 
was then known to be at least fifty. 
Some fruit pickers who came out from 
Santiago tho lOllowing day reported 
that tho Spaniards returned with the 
story that they had been fighting the 
whole American army, and they com­ 
plained 
that the more they fired on 
Americans the fluster they came on. 
The Spaniards were plainly heart­ 
broken and dismayed by the result of 
the battle. 
So sure were they of vic­ 
tory that they brought some of their 
women with them to witness the de­ 
feat of the Americans. 
The fact is, 
the unfaltering advance of our men 
after volleys had been 
poured 
into 
them from tho front and flanks was un 
unpleasant surprise for the Spaniards, 
w’ho had always seen the Cubans. ..re­ 
treat after one raking volley. By Span 
ish rules of war the Americans were 
whipped early in the fight, and so bad­ 
ly whipped that their invincible volley­ 
ing and rushing were like the resur­ 
rection of a dead man. 
About 1,500 Americans were engaged; 
the Spanish force was not less thnn 
2,500, and some estimates have made 
it 4,000. 
Its position should have been 
impregnable, even if it had been oui* 
numbered.

aggressive policy, ordered an advance, 
and on Friday night the advance on 
Santiago 
began. 
Roosevelt’s Rough 
Riders, w’ho were among the first to 
land, urged that they be sent to tne 
front at once, so they were ordered to 
march over the foothills, supported by 
the First and Tenth Regular Cavalry, 
and the Second Massachusetts volun­ 
teers. 
The night before Guaslmas General 
Young sent for Colonel Wood, of the 
Rough Riders, and in substance said to 
him: 
“Colonel. I have reliable Information 
that the Spaniards have taken a very 
strong position beyond Sevilla, near the 
Junction of the trail over the mountain 
at Siboney and the valley road, and ex­ 
pect to inflict a defeat on us there if we 
advanfe. 
I think the brigade can fight 
the first battle of the war tomorrow 
morning and drive the enemy back on 
Santiago.” 
General Young got his Information 
about the position 
of the Spaniards 
from General Demetri Castillo’s scouts, 
and it proved to be correct. 
Colonel 
Wood’s regiment climbed the hill at Si­ 
boney soon after sunrise and the Tenth 
took the valley road, starting 
later. 
Behind the Rough Riders at some dis­ 
tance marched the First. 
The country 
in which the troops were to operate can 
hest be described as a chaos of high 
hills and mountain peaks. 
So prodi­ 
gally are they massed about that it 
ahould not be difficult for a resourceful 
and determined enemy to annihilate an 
invading army. 
Colonel Wood’s men 
marched with heavy packs at the regu­ 
lation step and suffered terribly from 
th# heat. 
Many of them threw away 
their blankets or coats on the way and 
• tea ear erat fell out, so that at one 


treme left anticipated the Spanish fir 
ing by a few seconds, but on this point 
there seems to he some doubt. 
Refer­ 
ence has already been made to the as­ 
sertion that a Hotchkiss gun handled 
by the First regiment of cavalry fired 
the first shot. 
Troop L of the Rough 
Riders replied to the Spanish fire with 
great spirit and precision. 
The trail 
and woods on both sides of it are still 
littered with empty cartridges fired I y 
them. 
On the left side of the trail the 
bushes were thick, and the men could 
not see the Spaniards who were firing 
on them from the slope. 
On the right 
the enemy 
could be seen in a little 
clearing a mile away, aud Troops K, G 
and A, after plunging 
through 
the 
bushes, blazed away at them with gvjod 
win. 
There waB at first some danger that 
the 
Tenth cavalry, which came 
up 
quickly as soon as the firing began, 
would mistake the deploying 
Rough 
Riders on the right for Spaniards, and 
one of the officers of the Tenth after­ 
wards said that he was greatly relieved 
when the guidon of K appeared on a 
slight elevation in the valley ahead. It 
is doubtful whether Troops G, K and 
A, which were in that order on the 
right of Company L, could have driven 
the Spanish off the hill without sup­ 
port. 
The Tenth, on getting the word, 
swarmed up the hill, firing with great 
deliberation volley after volley. 
Their 
alignment and coolness were rem ark­ 
able. 
Whenever 
a man wa* hit the 
cry of "Hospital” went up calmly, and 
the troopers pressed on as if engaged 
in 
practice 
manoeuvers. 
Although 
many of them had never been under 
fire, there wa# not the least faltering or 
confusion. 
On the left of the Rough Ridert, 
Troops D and F did th# hoariest work,

It 
is a Canadian bill and I do not know 
as it will be any good there, but I had 
ll.a rd hustling to get it as there is no 
cirronr) in circulation here, nothing 
but gold dust, but lots of that. This 
is the best country in t he world for 
a poor man but one does not want to 
come here with the idea that he can 
pick up a wash tub full of gold in a 
day for he will get fooled. Common 
wages are 115 per day but tho men 
work only long enough to make a 
grub stake. The cold weather to those 
used to northern winters does not in­ 
convenience the men and the coldest 
we had it last winter vvus OO below 
zero and that lasted a week the bal­ 
ance of the winter being the finest I 
ever saw with very little snow. The 
long nights art' the wurst, the sun not 
showing-up for six weeks but now it, 
shines all the time and tho weal her is 
hot. There will bi' in the neighbor­ 
hood of t w e n t y million dollars wort Ii 
of gold go out of this camp alone this 
spring and ‘JO pei cent of that came 
out of eldorado and Bonanza Creeks. 
Very few of the other creeks have 
been prospected to any extent yet and 
it will take years to develop the conn 
try as the base of supplies is so far 
away.

Orange. A n o th er form, says M eehan ’s 
Monthly, has a long h o rn projecting 
from the apex, and th e y are know n as 
the 
Horn Orange. 
A nother variety, 
which botanists have know n by the 
n a m e of Citrus a u ra n tiu m distort urn, 
bears a fruit in the resem blance of a 
cluster of se a shells. To one ig n o rant 
of the laws of vegetable morphology, 
these 
spells of w an d e rin g from the 
n o rm al type are very m ysterious, but 
w hen it is understood that all parts of 
the orange, as well as other fruits, are 
m ade up of w h a t would 
h av e 
been 
leaves or branches changed so as to 
constitute 
the 
various p a rts of 
the 
seed and seed vessels, and t h a t a very 
little difference in th e degree of life 
energy will change th e m into various 
different parts t h a t come to m a k e up 
the fruit, the m ystery in a great m e a s ­ 
ure is solved. T h e re are few branches 
of botany which give the lover of fruits 
and flowers so m u c h pleasure as the 
study of morphology.

P u n t? C ulture, 
W illiam Toole of W isconsin Is one 
of the greatest pansy culturists in the 
country. 
At a recent m eeting in W is­ 
consin he 
an sw ered 
some 
questions 
t h a t will be found to be of interest to 
our readers. 
In the first place, he said 
t h a t July was a good time in which to 
plant pansy seeds for fall blooming, but 
t h a t it would be necessary to shade 
them d u rin g the hot w eath er of A u ­ 
gust. 
T he soil he uses is o rd in ary g a r ­ 
den soil, well fertilized by m e a n s 
of 
barnyard m anure. 
The m a n u r e should 
be well mixed with the soil. 
If the 
seed* c an n o t get a hold of the soil in its 
n a tu r a l state it is best to put on some 
woods’ earth. 
This woods’ e a r th 
is 
really leaf mold. 
Some suggested p u t ­ 
ting on sand in the place of leaf mold, 
but Mr. Toole th o u g h t t h a t this would 
not ta k e the place of the e a rth he had 
recomm ended. 
F o r early blooming he advised p la n t­ 
ing th e pansy seeds in the house as 
early as the first p a rt of March, and 
even earlier th a n that. 
Mr. L. H. Read 
said t h a t It had been his experience 
t h a t th e best soil he could get for this 
purpose was some m uck t h a t w a s dug 
out In the fall and left in ridges ail 
winter, where it freezes out. 
In the 
sp rin g sand is m ixed with this mu Ic. 
The m uck m akes the 
com post 
very 
rich. b u t if it proves to be too rich more 
sand is put on. 


Mr. Toole said t h a t it was a m istak e 
to suppose th a t pansies m u s t be p la n t ­ 
ed u n d e r trees w here they would get a 
partial 
protection. 
He 
himself 
p re ­ 
ferred to have th e m unprotected by any 
shade. 
T he finest pansies th a t the editor of 
T he F a r m e r s ’ Review h a s 
ever seen 
were in Helena, M ontana. 
T h ey were 
gro w in g in the open g ard en s of the in ­ 
h a b ita n ts there. 
T h e excellence did 
not seem to be confined to a few p e r­ 
so ns’ gardens, b u t were largely co m ­ 
mon to all. 
T h e d irt in which they 
were g row ing w as black dirt th a t had 
been dug from the bottom s of the deep 
cuts In the m o u n ta in s. 
In some 
in ­ 
stances this dirt had been hauled sev­ 
eral miles. 
It is presu m ed t h a t it con­ 
tained not only decayed vegetable m a t ­ 
ter b u t a great deal of m ineral m atter. 
It m ust have been largely form ed of the 
d etritus of th e ledges and cliffs above. 
This fact is related as it m ay suggest 
the a d v a n ta g e of having a soil so co n ­ 
structed t h a t it will give not only an 
a bundance of h u m u s but also of m i n ­ 
eral food. 


C u lt iv a t e 
t h e 
Illrri*. 
T here seems to be a decided te n d e n ­ 
cy a m o n g som e of our co m m o n birds 
to seek the protection of man. 
Birds 
like th e robin, t h a t used to build far 
from the house, now build as closely 
to the doors of th e houses as possible, 
feeling ap p a re n tly t h a t they are thus 
protected. 
H o rtic u ltu rists 
especially 
should m a k e an effort 
to encourage 
this tendency, which has been widely 
noticed. 
To illustrate: T his ye:.r the 
writer noticed t h a t a pair of 
robins 


W e r e building a nest on the lowest 
branch of an oak tre e th a t stood w ith ­ 
in th re e feet of th e back stoop. 
T h ere 
were num erous o th e r trees, h u n d re d s 
of them, in the vicinity, but the ro b ­ 
ins did not choose an y of th em . 
The 
nest was not more th a n six feet above 
the stoop, and the birds could sit on 
the nest and look directly into the back 
door. T he children watched th e m build 
their nest and lay th eir eggs a n d hatch 
the little ones. 
It was no u n co m m o n 
event for our whole family to stand 
on the hack stoop and w atch the birds 
feed th e little ones, and th ey did net 
seem to be in th e least disturbed by 
our presence. 
B ut when a Blue J a y 
came w ith in IOO feet of the nest one 
of the birds dashed for him like an 
arrow and drove h im away. 
So it was 
evident th a t th o birds kn e w th e y were 
being watched, but had no objection. 
The little birds all grew up to be big 
fat robins and were around the p r e m ­ 
ises for m a n y days. 
F o r tu n a t e l y 
for 
th em , we had no cat, or they would 
all h a v e been captured an d eaten. 
It 
Is probable th a t th e family eat does 
m ore mischief in this line th a n 
the 
small boy and th e gun. 
If the cats 
were banished we believe 
th e birds 
would gradually 
come 
back. 
Their 
presence would greatly assist in keep­ 
ing down the hosts of insects th a t prey 
on our fruit an d garden crops. 


T he countries relatively

F a ct* o n C orn C u ltn re. 
Following are conclusions from tes<s 
at Michigan station on ex p e rim e n ts in 
corn culture as set forth in bulletin 
No. 154: 
T h e yield of corn is dep en d en t In no 
small 
degree on the quality of the 
seed, which should be selected before 
the corn is harvested, h av in g regard 
to the size and c h a ra c te r of th e stalk 
as well as to th e ripeness and type 
of the ear. 
W h e n the season is espe­ 
cially favorable for th o ro u g h ly m a t u r ­ 
ing th e ears, e nough seed to last 
at 
least two years should be 
gathered, 
completely dried out before frost and 
stored In a warm, dry place. 
A dif­ 
ference of l l per cent in the yield of 
dry m a tte r on two adjacent acres was 
noted in favor of th e crop gro w n from 
well ripened seed over the yield from 
seed grown in a wet, cold season. F o r 
the silo, the corn m a y well be planted 
in drills a bout three and one-half feet 
apart and w ith kernels from two to 
six inches a p a rt in the row. 
In a very 
wet season a heavier crop m a y be h a r ­ 
vested from plots drilled with a g r a m 
.drill, every tube sowing, but the great­ 
er yield of protein and o th e r valuable 
nutrients was found in these experi­ 
ments to be In the crop, planted with 


less seed per acre. 
Frequent; cultiva­ 
tion p re v e n ts the evaporation o f mois­ 
ture from the soil and a r c u l a its r e ­ 
tention for the use of tho corn plant. 
W hen the corn is ripe, o r nearly so, 
I the dry m a tte r which the crop con­ 
tains is found, about one-half In the 
ears, less than a third in the stalks and 
one-fifth in toe leaves. 
Of sorghum 
the larger chare of the total weight iii 
dry m a tte r is found in the stalks, but 
on the other band, 45.56 per cant of 
the protein is iii the leaves, a little 
m ore th a n third in th e tops and less 
th a n a fifth in the stalks. 
Thc.se e x ­ 
perim en ts go to show t h a t in h a rv e st­ 
ing e ith e r of these forage crops a t ­ 
tention should he given to the p r e s e r ­ 
vation of the leaves an d stalks since 
they co n tain so large a proportion of 
the n u tritiv e ingredients. 
In 1897 it 
was found th a t when the corn w e 
nearly ripe less th a n half of the dry 
m a tt e r was in the ears, the other half 
being about equally divided between 
the sta lk s and the leaves. 
One way 
of p reserving the fodder in good shape 
for feeding is to put both ears and 
fodder into the silo. 
As to the stage 
of ripeness at which t h e crop should 
be cut, the r e f i t s of the experiments 
carried on in 1896 a n d 1897 go to show 
th a t tho m a x im u m yield of dry n u t ­ 
ter an d n utrie n ts Is obtained by al­ 
lowing the crop to m a tu r e until the 
ears are well glazed. Between the time 
when the kernels begin to glaze and 
full ripeness there is a gain of over 
one-eighth in dry m a tte r, one-sixth in 
starch, su g a r and o th er carbohydrates 
arid one-fifth in fat. 
T h e study of the 
losses in the silo goes to show that 
there m a y be a d ang er of allowing the 
corn to stand too long, _ especially in 
hot and dry weather, m a k in g the silage 
too dry to secure th e p roper fe rm e n ta ­ 
tion. 


C o rn {’a lt u r e . 
Corn planted in row s 3 feet 8 inches 
a p a rt, and 18 inches a p a r t in the row, 
will give 8,000 p lan ts to an acre, says 
J o u r n a l of Agriculture. 
One pound of 
corn to each p la n t will give 114 b u sh ­ 
els per acre; one-half pound of corn 
to each p la n t will m a k e 57 bushels per 
acre. 
On this scale, each plant has 
five s q u a re feet of surface. 
As corn 
roots use th e w ater in the soil to a 
depth of five feet a t least, this would 
give 23 cubic feet of soil for each plant 
to root in, and, w hen 
fairly 
moist, 
would co n ta in about tw e n t y gallons of 
w ater, available for th e use of 
the 
plant. 
This would be m ore th a n two- 
t h ird s of t h e q u a n tity needed to m a k e 
a 60-bushel per acre crop, and equiva­ 
lent to a rainfall of nine inches. 
How 
m uch th e p la n t gets depends on the 
c u ltivation given t h e 
soil 
to 
check 
evaporation. 
On a m a jo r ity of K a n sa s 
f arm s all c o rn sta lk s in excess of 8,000 
per a c re a re weeds, rob b in g the 8,000 
p lants of the m o istu re th ey so much 
need to perfect the grain. 
If one stalk 
in five sq u are feet of ground cannot 
perfect th e seed, how m u c h less likely 
are tw o sta lk s occupying the 
same 
te rrito ry to do so? E v e ry surplus plant 
is a “ dog in the m a n g e r ,” th a t cannot 
bear fruits itself 
and 
prevents its 
n e ig h b o r from doing so by stealing its 
m oisture. 
Seed corn should be select­ 
ed from the stalks t h a t have shown 
best adap tab ility to th e ir e n vironm ent 
an d best withstood adverse conditions. 
T h is selection should be m ade when 
the t a r is ripening, an d stalks m arked 
by ty in g a red tag on each one. W hen 
corn is ripe these m a r k e d ears can be 
picked an d put a w a y for seed. 
Study 
the g ro w th of roots and soil conditions 
w h e re th*1 best c o rn sta lk on the farm 
g ro w s; also the roots and 
the soil 
w here the poorest corn grows. 
A c o m ­ 
parison will help to a better kn o w l­ 
edge of w h a t the corn p lan t needs and 
to b etter m ethods of cultivation. 


L iq u id M a n u r e . 
T h e following directions for p rep ar­ 
ing a liquid m a n u re are given by the 
G a r d e n e r s ’ Chronicle: 
P u t into a forty 
gallon t a n k or cistern tw o bushels of 
fresh horse dung; stir it well about, and 
leave it to clear; an d in about a week 
ad I one peck of fresh soot enclosed 
in a canvac bag. squeeze this a little 
every th ird day, so as to m a k e its con­ 
tents exude. 
Let the m ix tu re get clear, 
and th en use, say one q u a rt to three 
gallons of rain or soft water. 
This 's 
a good m a n u r e for all kinds of soft- 
wooded plants. It m ay be made stro n g ­ 
er by ad d in g 
c h ic k e n s’ 
or 
pigeons’ 
dung, a t the rate of half a peck to the 
above quantities. 
If, in su m m e r time, 
bubbles g en erate on th e surface, it Is 
a sy m p tom of ferm entation, and the la t­ 
ter should be stayed, by the addition 
of a sm all qu an tity of white vitriol. 
Of course, after the cask has been filled 
up twice, the contents should be turned 
out and a fresh lot m ade up. 
Instead 
of d e a l - water, soap suds m ay be used 
in filling up the cask. 


Aegilops Avata.— Along 
the 
shores 
of the M editerranean Sea there grows 
a wild grass, b earing small seeds re­ 
sem bling wheat. 
It is called by bot 
a n ists aegilops avata. 
T h e seeds OI 
this g ra ss have, by cultivation, been 
developed 
into 
wheat. 
Mr. 
Esprit 
Fabre. a gardener living in the town 
of Ade, France, of his own accord, u n ­ 
assisted by the scientific world, com ­ 
m enced ex p e rim e n tin g with the seed 
of th is wild grass in the fall of 1838 
and continued his work till 1846. The 
crop of 1845 was decided by judges to 
be g enuine w h eat.—E. F. Frazee. 


Rose Culture,—Rose bushes require 
a rich, r a t h e r heavy soil In order to get 
the best flowers. 
A large part of the 
old g ro w th should be 
cut 
out each 
spring and th e new g ro w th shortened 
som ewhat. 
W ell-rotted cow m a n u re is 
probably the best fertilizer for roses, 
and it should be applied in the spring 
of the year. 
If insects a tta c k the fo­ 
liage, the best remedies are white hele- 
bore and water at the rate of one ounce 
to the gallon, or Paris green and water 
at the rate of a teaspoonful to a pail of 
water.—Ex.

The First Battle \\itli the Spaniards, Which 


Resulted In a Victory For the K ouqIi 


Riders and Regulars.

After the first fierce attack on 
the 
marines at Guantanamo their position 
was so strongly intrenched that Gen. 
Shatter decided to use this point for 
the landing of his army and supplTes. | 
The disembarkation of the troops.which 
arrived from T am pa on transports, ae- j 
companied by a strong convoy of war- j 
ships, began on Wednesday, June 22. 1 
The co-operation of the United States j 
army and navy and their Cuban allies 
was thorough. 
So well laid were the 
plans of Gen. Shatter. Admiral Samp- j 
son and Gen. Calixto Garcia, and so ex- j 
actly were they carried out even to the ; 
minutest detail, that 
every possible ; 
move on the part of the Spanish forces 
was forestalled. 
The resistance to the landing was of' 
the feeblest nature, the Spanish g a r r i - , 
sons contenting themselves with a half­ 
hearted reply as they retreated before I 
the combined fire of our land and sea 
forces. 
At the close the 6,000 United States I 
rohliers were encamped upon the hills i 
about Baiquirl. 
To deceive the enemy 1 
the coaling ships were sent to the west 
of the entrance to Santiago Bay in or­ 
der to give the impression that they 
were transports and 
that the tr o o p s ; 
were to be put ashore there. 
The decoy squadron took up its po- ' 
sition nt daylight, and as soon as the 
Spaniards observed it they concentrat­ 
ed a heavy fire upon the colliers, but j 
without effecting any damage to them 
or their crews. 
The colliers were far j 
out. 
Meanwhile the troopships moved 
eastward out of sight of land, lining up 
finally off Bacanao, the inlet just west 
of Playa del Este, where the cable sta­ 
tion had been established. 
The weather and condition of the sea 
were just what was required for su h 
an undertaking. 
The landing was to 
be made under Brig.-Gen. Lawton,while 
Gen. Shafter, on board the headquarters 
ship Seguranca, supervised the opera­ 
tions. 
On Thursday 10,000 more troops on 
the transports were landed, making a 
total of 16,000 soldiers. 
After a night s 


time a considerable halt was neces­ 
sary. 
The Tenth cavalry, inured to 
hot 
weather marching, went along cheerily 
enough, but 
when the 
battle 
began 
they were some distance behind 
the 
Rough Riders. 
The Tenth had, how­ 
ever, a rough road to marc h over. That 
which Colonel Wood's regiment took 
was a mere trail through the woods, 
where it was not always possible for 
four men to march abreast. 
Let it ho 
understood th at the Rough Riders were 
proceeding along one of the ridges, of 
which there are so many in tlie valley 
that ends at Santiago. 
The course of 
the Tenth was in the bottom of the val­ 
ley. 
Overlooking the ridge on 
both 
sides was some high ground, and 
in 
front was a considerable hill. 
The 
Spanish position 
was in the 
shape of a horseshoe, so th at volley tir­ 
ing could be directed from three sides 
on a 
regiment advancing along the 
ridge. 
On both sides of the trail were 
dense thickets, in which the giant cac­ 
tus known as the 
Spanish bayonet 
predominated, but the trend of these 
thickets was 
slightly upward on the 
right and sharply downward on the 
left. 
Capt. Capron, of the volunteers, was 
riding at point, or ahead of the main 
body, when he became aware of the 
presence of the Spaniards in force on 
a hill to the right. 
He halted his lit­ 
tle body of men and gent back word 
to Col. Wood. 
The latter at once gave 
orders to deploy on both sides of the 
trail and enjoined silence, especially on 
the left, where there was some shout­ 
ing and laughter, for the men. fagged 
out as they were from boat and m arch­ 
ing, were inclined to he hilarious over 
the prospect of a brush w'ith the ene­ 
my. 
Lieut.-Col. Roosevelt at once re­ 
pressed their enthusiasm. 
Suddenly from cover on the left front 
and before the regiment was well de­ 
ployed, there came a rip-rip-rfp of mus­ 
ketry. 
The firing was directed against 
Troop L, which was in advance. 
It is 
said that the Rough Riders at the ex- 


rest Gen. Shafter. in pursuance of his 
aggressive policy, ordered an advance, 
and on Friday night the advance on 
Santiago 
began. 
Roosevelt’s Rough 
Riders, who were among the first to 
land, urged that they be sent to tne 
front at once, so they were ordered to 
march over the foothills, supported by 
the First and Tenth Regular Cavalry, 
and the Second Massachusetts volun­ 
teers. 
The night before Ouasimas General 
Young sent for Colonel Wood, of the 
Rough Riders, and in substance said to 
him: 
“Colonel, I have reliable information 
th at the Spaniards have taken a very 
strong position beyond Sevilla, near the 
junction of the trail over the mountain 
at Siboney and the valley road, and ex­ 
pect to infiict a defeat on us there if we 
advance. 
I think the brigade can tight 
the first battle of the war tomorrow 
morning and drive the enemy back on 
Santiago.” 
General Young got his information 
about the position 
of the Spaniards 
from General Demetri Castillo’s scouts, 
and it proved to be correct. 
Colonel 
Wood’s regiment climbed the hill at Si­ 
boney soon after sunrise and the Tenth 
took the valley road, starting 
later. 
Behind the Rough Riders at some dis­ 
tance marched the First. 
The country 
In which the troops were to operate can 
best be described as a chaos of high 
hills and mountain peaks. 
So prodi­ 
gally are they massed about that 
it 
should not be difficult for a resourceful 
and determined enemy to annihilate an 
Invading army. 
Colonel W ood’s men 
marched with heavy packs at the regu­ 
lation step and suffered terribly from 
th e heat. 
Many of them threw away 
t h e ir blankets or coats on the way and 
l a n M r cent fell out, so that at one 


treme left anticipated the Spanish fir­ 
ing by a few’ seconds, but on this point 
there seems to be some doubt. 
Refer­ 
ence has already been made to the as­ 
sertion that a Hotchkiss gun handled 
by the First regiment of cavalry fired 
the first shot. 
Troop L of the Rough 
Riders replied to the Spanish fire with 
great spirit and precision. 
The trail 
and woods on both sides of it are still 
littered with empty cartridges fired ly 
them. 
On the left side of the trail the 
bushes were thick, and the men could 
not s-ee the Spaniards who were firing 
on them from the slope. 
On th<> right 
the enemy 
could be seen in a little 
clearing a mile away, and Troops K, G 
and A, after plunging 
through 
the 
bushes, blazed away at them with good 
will. 
There w’as at first some danger that 
the 
Tenth 
cavalry, which came 
up 
quickly as soon as the firing began, 
would mistake the deploying 
R ough 
Riders on the right for Spaniards, and 
one of the officers of the Tenth after­ 
wards said that he was greatly relieved 
when the guidon of K appeared on a 
slight elevation in the valley ahead. It 
is doubtful whether Troops G, K and 
A, which were in that order on 
the 
right of Company L, could have driven 
the Spanish off the hill without sup­ 
port. 
The Tenth, on getting the word, 
swarmed up the hill, firing with gredt 
deliberation volley after volley. 
Their 
alignment and coolness were remark­ 
able. 
Whenever 
a man was hit the 
cry of “ Hospital” went up calmly, and 
the troopers pressed on as if engaged 
in 
practice 
manoeuvers. 
Although 
many of them had never been under 
fire, there was not the least faltering or 
confusion. 
On the left of the Rough Riders, 
Troops D and F did the heaviest work, 


E and B being further hack and in the 
rear of L. 
Capt. 
Capron was shot 
early in the fight, and the firing had 
not gone on long before Hamilton Fisfi 
fell mortally wounded. 
He had been in 
the front rank pressing on and tiring 
as fart as he could load. 
Every one 
who witnessed his behavior under a 
galling tire speaks of it with enthu­ 
siasm. 
Fish died the ueath of a bravo 
soldier. 
It can be said of the Rough Riders 
th a t almost to a man they faced with 
tin* coolness of veterans the ordeal of 
fire, which was the more trying be­ 
cause the foe, attacking from cover, 
could not lie seen. 
Five times during 
the engagement the order was given to 
stop firing, and it was obeyed instantly. 
There could he no better evidence that 
the men kept, their heads, and army 
officers speak of the circumstance as an 
unusual one. 
One man, however, seems 
to have lost his head. 
He rode back to 
Siboney when the fighting was fiercest 
with a story that the Rough Riders 
were being cut to pieces and were 
falling back. 
Nothing could have been 
further from the truth. 
Ten men killed 
and perhaps three timcH that number 
wounded was not a heavy loss in 
n 
command of 500 men, and, far from be­ 
ing driven hack, the Rough Riders fin­ 
ished their part in the battle With a 
charge up the hill on the left with a 
rush th at filled the 
Spaniards with 
panic. 
Troops D, F and E were concerned in 
this final movement, and Lieut.-('ol. 
Roosevelt led them In 
person, MaJ. 
Brodie having been wounded and tak^n 
to the rear. 
On the top of the slope 
wuts a block house from 
which the 
Spaniards were firing with apparently 
little risk to themselves. 
The 
boys 
yelled like Com an dies as they pressed 
up the hill on the run, and Col. House 
volt, forgetting in his ardor that he 
was in command, snatched up a Krng 
Jorgensen and pumped shot after shot 
into Hie block house. 


j ao Spanish fire was steady enough 
but in its sweep the charge of the three 
troops was cyclonic, and the Spaniards 
hurst from the block house and took 
to their heels in the brush. 
Seventeen 
bodies were counted in ant) around the 
house. 
Meanwhile the other troops, 
the Tenth cavalry and the First, the 
last of which was not heavily engaged, 
finished the rout of the Spaniards on 
the right and in front. 
The battle 
seems to have been deliberately plan 
ed, for they took their wounded away 
in wagons, and there was a long line 
of them. 
The Spanish loss in killed 
was then known to be at least fifty 
Some fruit pickers who came out from 
Santiago the lollowing day reported 
that the Spaniards returned with 
the 
btory that they had been fighting the 
whole American army, and they com­ 
plained 
that the more thoy fired on 
Americans the faster they came on. 
The Spaniards were plainly 
heart­ 
broken and dismayed by the result of 
the battle. 
So sure were they of vic­ 
tory that fhoy brought some of their 
women with them to witness the de­ 
feat of the Americans. 
The fact is, 
the unfaltering advance of our 
men 
after volleys had been 
poured 
Into 
them from the front and flanks was ;vn 
unpleasant surprise for the Spaniards, 
who had always seen the Cubans, .’e- 
treat after one raking volley. By Span­ 
ish rules of war the Americans were 
whipped early in the fight, and so bad­ 
ly whipped that their invincible v olley­ 
ing and rushing ware like the resur­ 
rection of a dead man. 
About 1,5(J0 Americans were engaged; 
the Spanish force was not less than 
2,500. and some estimates have made 
it 4,000. 
Its position should have been 
impregnable, even if it had been ou*' 
numbered.
